the Moone: whichtwo Signes are moftneere vnto our 
Zenith or poynt over our heads,and haue their courle 
thegreatelt part ofthe Sommer. They do alfo accord 
and agree totheir nature and qualities, as is alreadye 
fayd:for. the Grabbeiscold & moyft, noQurne or ofthe 
highs feminine and moueable as the Afoone...

Contrariwile , /vpirer which is the father and friend 
of Nature, hath for his houfes Sagirrarius and Pifces , 
which behould the Lion and the Crabbe witha trine 
a(peét; which is the afpect of perfect amitie, of the 
which Sagitayius is the day houle,and Pifces thenight’. 
And becaufe Jwpirer doth follow nextafter Sarurne’, 
the one of his houfes are before the houfes of Sararne, 
and the other after... Afars following after hath for his 
houfes A ries, and the Scorpion, whereof CAries isthe 
dayhoule; & the Scorpion'the night houfe. Theferwo 
Signes doe behould the Crabbe and the Lion with a 
quartile afpect, which is the afpedt of vnperfe@ enmi- 
tie, becaufe that Mars is not friend ynto Nature; ne 
ther fo greatan enemic as’ Sarurne..Then followeth 
V ewes, which being no efiemie vnto Nature, neither 
{o great a friend as Jupiter; hath for her houfes two 
Signes, which behold the houfes ofthe Sum and Azdone 
with an afpeét of vnperfice amitie,that is with a fextile 
a‘pedt,as Taurus & Libra : of the which, Taurus isthe 
night houfe, & Libra the day hou‘e, Mercury being tlie 
laft of all hath for his day houfe Gemini,& Virgo for his 
night houfe,the which do not behold the houfes‘ofthe 
Lights with any a(pect, becatifé thae warcury being al- 
waies mutable, he d orhialwayes accord & agreeswith 
thofe P/a-with whom heis corporally ioyned. This dig-

nity 1s called the dignity ofthe houfe,becaufethar whé 
a Pla: istmany one ofthem,he is like a Prince in his Pa- 
laice,comanding & is obeyed. Always it isto benoted, 
shat one diurnall or day Planer,is of greater force in his 
diurnall.or day houfe, then in his no&urnall or night 
houfe, Inlike maner muftyou iudg of the nofturnalor 
night Plaser. Vnto this dignitie becaute it isthe Art & 
chiefeft,is attribured the ntiber of fiue,& as this digni- 
ticis the greateft amongft them, euenfo when anye 
Planet isinthe oppofite or contrary Signe, he is moft 
vafortunat, in fo much that when heis inthe oppofire 
ofhishoufe, hee is faydeto bee in his detriment or 
decay. :

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eet} HE fecond Effentiall dignitic is.called the 
NK Ryi)| Exalrarion, the whichis a certayne place 
ae (3 of the Zodiack, inthe which, the vertue & 
eae force of any Planetis bya certayne natu- 
rall excellencie aduanced as ir commeth to paffe in the 
Sanne, whoaccording totheiudgement of Prelomy is 
exalted in Aries, but chiefly according tothe opirion 
of others, in the xix degree of thefame.. And in that 
place hee is exalted, becaufe then hee beginnethto 
come toward the Worth, and then the dayes beginne 
to enereale-and to exceede the night: But heis abafed 
andin his detriment or decay in the place where his 
enemye ts exalted, thar is in the xxi. decree of Li- 
bra, inthe which place Sacuracis exalted: aslikewile 

; Sarurine 
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Saturne throwne downeand baled inthe’? I degree 
of dries: Foras the Sunne is the prefermer of Nature, 
and Saturne the ruine and decay: fo are their eleuati- 
ons and decayes cleane contraric. In like fort doth it 
happen between Lapier and Mars,for Iupiter is axalted 
in the xv. degree ofthe Crabbe, and abafed in the like 
degree of Capricorne: and Mars is exalted inthe 28 
degree of Capricorne, and aba(ed inthe like degree 
ofthe Crabbe. Yesus hath her exaltation in the Kxvijs 
degree of Pifces, and in the like degree of Virgo her 
fall. Mercurie hath his fall inthe xv. degree of Pifces ; 
and hath his exaltation inthelike degree of Virgo. Fi- 
nally, the Moone is exalted in the third degree of Tau- 
rus, and abafed inthe like degree of Scorpio. The 
head &taile ofthe Dragon are likewile exalted incer- — 
taine places, and abafed in the contrarie: For as the 
head is exalted inthe third degree of Gemini, andthe 
fayle in the third of Sagittarie : {o 1s the head thereaba- 
fed,andthetayleinGemini. : 

Thus it is tobe feene, that the Planers have their 
exaltations in {ich fignes as doe behould the fignes of 
fome one of their houfes with an afpect_of amitie , 
which is partly the caufe that they are fortunate in 
thofe places, as fhalbe hereafter declared. And albe- 

tthe antient W4rabians haue placed the exaltation - 
of the Planets in certaine perticuler degrees of the 

Signes: yetneuerthelelle following the mind of Prolo- 

my, we wil take the whole fignes for the exaltatio.

qualitie. The quadrat or quartill afpect (allo called a 
‘Y etragon)comprehédeth between the fenters of two 
_ Planets or celeftiall bodies, the fourth part of the croo- 
ked circle, which is in value 3 fignes or 90 degrees,the 
which, becaufe the fignes beholding one another by 
this afpeG are moft commonly of two qualities, there- 
fore it is the afpeCt of vnperfect enmitie. The trine 
afpect contayning the thirde part of the fayde Circle, - 
which is 120 degrees, is called the afpect of perfite a- 
mitie and loue, for that the Signes beholding one a- 
nother by the fame, doe agree in allqualities. The 
oppofition happeneth when the moitieor halfe of the 
Zodiack contayning 6 Signes, or 180 degrees, is be- 
tweenethe centures of the bodyés ofthe twoo Pla- 
nets: the whichis called the afpect of perfite enmitie 
or hatred , for fo muchras thofe partes of the Zodiack 
which beholde one another with that afpect, like vn- 
to the difpofition of the Heauen, they are directly ¢6- 
trary. Amongftthele afpects as Julius Firmucus Wit- 
neffeth in the feconde Booke of his Markematicks the 
25 Chapter: the fextile, quadrat, and trine afpects are 
double, thatis ro faye, arightand a left, raking the 
right for the hinder part, and the left for rhe fore part, 
as if we would fay.that Aries hath a right fextill vnto 
cA ynarius, and alent vntoGemini. Likewile U4ries 
hatha right tryne vnte Sacitzarins, and aleft vnto Leo.

| fomwhar difficult to vader land atthe firt vier 
thereof, but being perfitly knowpne(as with frail 
labour it may be atrayned) it will appeare moft readye and 
pleafant. Firft therefore ve misft vider ftand the foure.quar- 
ters of the yereare compiled into one, the dayes cncreafing or 
decreafing in th efame manner in emery quarter.
